ACTION ON 
OLLUTION 
FELL FLAT 


A move to establish a pollution abatement com- 
mittee in Altona fell flat at a public meeting last Mon- 


day night. 





Of the 160 residents at the meeting, which was held 
in the Civic offices, only one nomination was received. 


By the time nomina- 
tions were called the 
audience had dwindled 
to 20 or 30 people. 

Highlights of the meet- 
ing were the clashes be- 
tween members of the 
audience and Mr, Alec 
Knight, M.L.A. . 

The meeting, chaired by 
Mr. Ted Houston, of Al- 
tona North, filled the hall 


to capacity. 
One of the residents at 
fhe meeting, addressing 


Mr. Knight said: 

“I hoped that the new 
act would operate on its 
own without us having to 
complain all the time.” 

“Pye been complaining 
for-some three or four 
years now and I’m sick of 
it. 


He- added that he 
thought Mr. Knight had 
insulted the Altona Coun- 
cil with a previous re- 
mark. 

Mr. Knight reacted 
quickly telling the man to 
“open his ears”. 

He said: “It is your 
right to have your own 
opinion, I don’t want a 
Nazi-land which I fought 
against in the last war. 

“t don’t want a nation 
of police pimps- and in- 
formers.” 

Visibty reddened, he re- 
turned to his seat. 

Another speaker at the 
meeting was Cr. Les 
Crofis, the Councils Pollu- 
tion expert. 


He told how returning 
from Ballarat last week- 
end he stopped on top of 
the Pentland hills and saw 
the long cloud of pollution 
which appeared to cover 
the whole of Melbourne, 


He said: “The whole of 
‘Melbourne was dark, and 
you could certainly see 
the extent of the prob- 
lem.”” 


He went on to outline 
the council’s action to 
combat pollution in the 
city. : 

Later he was questioned 
on pollution at the Altona 
beach by a young man. 

The young man said: 
“Cr, Crofts, I question 
your statement that Al- 
tona beach is a beautiful 
beach, I think it’s a lousy 
beach. 


“Recently I noticed 
black water coming-out of 
the drain opposite Mulga 
street. It’s hard to imagine 
isn’t it, black waves?” 

Cr. Crofts replied that 
the drain was owned by 
the Board of Works and 
had already been cleaned 
with chloride. 

“lt is an extremely ex- 
pensive process,” said Cr. 
Crofts. 

“The only answer is 
sewerage and until then 
we'll be plagued with this 
problem,” he said. 

The residents attended 
the meeting expecting 
some sort of action — 
they didn’t get any.
